Claims 1-4, 10-13, and 19-22 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Interpreting the claims in hght of the specification. Examiner finds the claimed 
invention is patentably distinct from the prior art of record, as argued by Applicant 
in the Response dated 02/08/2010. 

The prior art does not expressly teach or render obvious the invention as recited in 
independent Claims 1,10, and 19. 

The features as recited in independent Claims 1,10, and 19: "converting, by said 
conduit, said spreadsheet file to a second format associated with said second device, 
such that said spreadsheet file when in said second format occupies less memory 
space than said spreadsheet file when in said first format and wherein said 
converting takes place outside of a memory of said second device and further 
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comprises: determining one or more formulas associated with said spreadsheet file 
that are necessary for the operation of the spreadsheet file on said second device; and 
parsing and evaluating the one or more formulas and compiling code associated with 
the one or more formulas while converting said spreadsheet file to the second format" 
when taken in the context of the Claims as a whole, were not uncovered in the prior 
art teachings. 

The Examiner asserts that the claims overcome the prior art of record when the 
limitations are read in combination with the respective claimed limitations in their 
entirety. 

Dependent claims are allowed as they depend upon allowable independent Claims.
